14 February 2008 


The meeting was called to order by Paul, KC6QLS. 
Visitors were welcomed. 

A motion was passed to accept the 2008 budget 
proposal as printed. 

The first reading of proposed change in By-Laws was 
read and is as follows: 


Pursuant to Article X11 of the constitution and by-laws 
of the Amateur Radio Club of El Cajon, the following 
amendment is offered for consideration of the general 
membership assembled: 


(b) Section (b) of Article V shall be 
changed to wit: Dues of members 
shall be annually collected from 
club members by the 31 day of 
December of each year. Dues will 
become delinquent if not paid by 
the end of February of the 
following year. Members will be 
dropped from the club roster until 
dues are paid. Members that join 
mid-year will pay pro rated dues.

J ohn Graf WAG6L made a presentation called Contesting

Anyone who wants 
to submit a column, feel free to submit them to the 
editor as there is plenty of space and are strongly 
encouraged to do so. 


Public Relations: The club will have a booth for 4 hours 
at Del Mar fair. |n May the program will be to build the 
wooden keys to give to the kids at the fair. We expect 
to need about 1000 keys. 


VP: Steve, KO4QT announced that there will be a T- 
shirt contest for Field Day again this year - 3 colors + 


white are allowed. All are encouraged to submit their 
designs. 

Steve talked to manager at the camp for Field Day - 
the other group that had been coming during our 
weekend has been canceled so we will be there on our 
own. There are 2 new cabins - bathroom, sink and bed 
or two - $65/ night. Also, there are dorm rooms - $20/ 
night for the room (various numbers of beds/ room). 


Next month’s meeting program will be ED, Al60 and Dan, 
N6ERD on PSK-31 and how to get on the air using Handi- 
talkies or other FM rigs (i.e., many tech’s first radios). 


Ken, KI GHRH suggested it would be nice to video tape 
the programs (such as today’s on contesting) to make 
them available for people who can’t make the meeting 
or as an elmering resource as new members join the 
club. Paul, KC6QLS volunteered to bring video 
equipment next month as long as someone would run 
it. 


Affilliated Club Report: There is a proposal before 
SANDARC requiring each club to vote directing their 
delegates to approve/ disapprove regarding: 
Donation of license manuals to libraries - $1000 was 
approved to donate technician manuals to libraries 
around the county last year. 

They want to do the same for general and extra class 
manuals this year - $2000 total - $1000 for general, 
$1000 for extra. 

The membership voted to direct our SANDARC delegates 
to vote in favor of the proposal at the next SANDARC 
meeting. 


Mike, NGOPH commented that many people do not 
understand what SANDARC does, For instance, they 
don’t know that SANDARC is responsible for putting on 
the 2010 convention in San Diego. | ttakes considerable 
money to reserve the convention site with favorable 
terms. He further stated that SANDARC needs to know 
what people want, tell the club representative so they 
can take it to SANDARC or show up yourselves. For 
instance the Amateur Radio Roundup could be revived, 
etc... SANDARC can’t think of all of the ideas, they need 
ideas from club members. SANDARC also runs the 
amateur radio license testing. 


Membership Report: Anew roster is available with 180 
members current. For anyone who has lapsed, contact 
Ann, KC6TBG to become current. 


Education: Mike, N6OPH is currently running a Technician 
class, and Gordon Shackleford will start a general class 
in late March or early April. No other classes will be 
held until after Field Day and then August or September 
will start an Extra class again taught by Gordon.

The Hallicrafters S-40 series 


Usually, in the column, we hear about very 
rare old radios. Well, today we will hear all about 
probably the most COMMON old radio, the 
Hallicrafters S-40. | had my first S-40 back in 
1969 which I used as an IF for a 2 meter 
converter. The Ameco converter had an output 
on 14 to 18 Mc which was right in the band of the 
S-40. I used this for 2 meter Dxing on AM, and it 
worked very well, though occasionally | would 
hear bleed thru of actual 20 meter Hams and 
would be confused into thinking they were on 2 
meters! I worked something like 8 states on 2 
meter AM back in those days, and stretched my 
DX to around 400 miles. That was big time DX 
for a Tech on 2 meters back then! 

The S-40 came out around the end of WW2, 
1946, and had mostly the black metal tubes of 
the war in them. It covered the Broadcast band 
up to around 43 Megs in 4 bands with a 
bandspread and BFO. Not particularly sensitive 
or selective, but it worked. A lot better than the 
S-38s!! The S-40s had a yellowish dial, and when 
the S-40A came out, it changed to green. The S- 
40B was made in the 50s and it was also green. 
Little difference in the actual circuitry, but the 
Speaker grill was changed in the S-40B to just 
holes in the panel instead of the shiny metal grill 
of the previous two. | have a S-40 from long ago 
in the home museum, and picked up a S-40B at 
the TRW swapmeet a few months back for $10. 
My S-40A came from our Club prize table at the 
January meeting. In the pic #1, you can see the 
S-40A on top of the S-40B in the West Wing (Work 
QTH) museum. 

The S-40A from the club table had a bad 
power cord on it and was missing 2 tubes,a 6H6 
and a 6SG7 which | had in my junk box. It also 
had a broken dial cord and the wires clipped going 
to the speaker. So it was a good restoration 
project for a rainy day. I had to completely 
disassemble the front panel to restring the dial 
cord on the bandspread, which someone had tried 
to do with thread. Dial cords need to be a waxed 


thread to keep from slipping, and is a special 
material. | have a whole spool of it, a lifetime 
supply. Any members who need their old rigs 
restrung should contact me and we will get you 
fixed up with a new dialcord lashup. | have most 
of the stringing diagrams or it can be figured out. 
Next, | found a suitable power cord cut off from 
an old radio and connected it up. Bringing it up 
slowly on a variac (I chose that method instead 
of the better Reforming method I should use), the 
radio worked fine. | calibrated it carefully and 
cleaned it meticulously, so now it is in perfect 
operating condition with no hum. The restored 
radio is a perfect match for the S-40B (Which 
needs a new Main tuning knob) and now I need 
to bring the original S-40 from home to have all 
three together. The 2nd pic shows a RIGPI X pic 
of a S-40. 

You will undoubtedly come across a S- 
40something in your travels around swapmeets 
and flea markets, as they must have made millions 
of them. Most are still in operation and are easy 
to keep running. And they make excellent SWL 
receivers, but are kind of numb in the high 
frequencies. 73!

A “logmaster” is assigned to the virtual Beau.
